TAPPHTG NEWS SOlJDUITa 


Old Lioemeu Who Know All th» 


Wire*—Methods of DlBputcb (Steal- 
ems.

In speaking of the tapping of the wires be- 


tween Long Branch and Philadelphia, the 
other day, and the sending of a false report 
by which Philadelphia pool sellers were swin- 
plcd of several thousand dollars, a telegraph 
xnfm said',

Such attempts, in one way or another, are 


made every year. The men who put up the 
jobs apparently have lees scruple about beat- 
lag a pool seller than they would about swin- 
dling <w orphan asylum. A wire is so easily 
tapped that the companies are wholly unable 
to furnish absolute protection. An attempt 
to beat the Long Island dty pool rooms last 
summer was discovered just in the nick of 
time. It was during the Saratoga races. The 
intention was to get the news ahead of tbe 
pool sellers. Western Union had an office in 
Saratoga and one in Long Island City. Mu- 
tual Union had one in Saratoga but none in 
Long Island city. 
The men that worked 


the job determined to tap Mutual Union 
news and run it around through an 
office 
iii 
this 
city 
and 
thence 
to 


Long 
Island 
city. 
Accordingly, a 


Mutual Union lineman was bribed, and he 
tapped tbe wire right in the cupola over the 
MutimTs office, at 337 Broadway. The de- 
spatches from Saratoga had therefore to pass' 
through the .'snide' office before they reached 
the Mutual Union office. Prom their up- 
town office the gang seat the message by a 
private wire to Long Island city, and by 
baste saved several minutes of tune. That is, 
they would have done so if the Mutual Union 
people had not discovered the game a few 
minutes before 1 o'clock, when the races were 
called." 


"How are these fellows able to pick out the 


right wire among the hundreds strung through 
the street?" 


"There are plenty of old linemen who know 


all about the lines of the city. Some of these 
linemen are always out of employment. It 
is easy to hire them for the job. In the 
country, as on the Long Branch and Phila- 
delphia line, there are only two or three 
wires. If they don't hit it the first time they 
can the next, sure." 


"It is apparently more difficult to intercept 


a message and send a fake one than to get 
the news in advance." 


"Not very much more difficult. 
The wire 


is cut and a wire is spliced to each end of the 
cut wire. These wires ore led to separate in- 
struments in the one room. An operator sits 
at each one. 
Messages are allowed to pass 


along through until word is received that the 
particular horse they wish to beat is at the 
start. Then the circnitbetweentwo points is cut 
and the message from the race track stops with 
the operator who has cut the line. 
He an- 


swers for the point to which tbe message was 
supposed to go, and the operator at his el- 
bow, using the signature of the operator on 
the track, sends on the false message. 
Then 


the cut wire is spliced and all traces of the 
job are removed. It would take a smart man 
to find the place where the cut was made. It 
could be discovered only by accident, because 
there are so many spliced breaks in every 
line." 


"I have heard that you have an instrument 


tor determining the location of breaks." 


"It might locate these fellows if the com- 


pany had any imtimation that its line had 
been tapped at the tune, but I doubt if it 
would be of service under the varying con- 
ditions of the lines in hot weather." 


"Is it possible to derise some method for 


protecting the pool sellers 1" 


"If they would take their news in cipher 


they would be perfectly safe. 
Or they could 


have their messages repeated. They will not 
adopt either method. 
The trouble is they 


want to save every second of time. 
Tbe 


sooner tbe winner gets his money the sooner 
he'll put it iu circulation again." 


"Do the'beats' usually succeed in their 


schemes?" 


"They usually do not, easy as it is to tap 


the lines. It is now four years since Kelly & 
Bliss were'beaten'so badly in Long Island 
city by a false dispatch. 
An occasional suc- 


cess makes up for the failures, and therefore 
the wires are cut with each recurring season."

A BEMABKABLE CASH- 


An Entire Family of Nine Persons 
Suddenly .Beoome: Insane. 


Charleston, III., FJaindoalor; Aug-. 2. 


Considerable excitement was crea- 


ted in our city on last Monday after- 
noon by a report that a whole family, 
consisting of nine persons: — William 
Hicks and wife and seven children — 
were all wildly insane, except per- 
haps the two youngest, aged re- 
spectively 2 and 4 years. ' On.Mon- 
doy | afternoon^ theirjdenionstrations 
became so violent that it was deemed 
necessary to separate them, and in 
the absence of the county judge, 
Mayor Monroe authorized the mar- 
shals to confine the mother, who 'was 
the most . seriously affected, in the 
calaboose. 
After a severe struggle 


on the part of Marshals Dowling 
and Jeffries and such assistance as 
they could call to their aid, Mr. and. 
Mrs. Hicks and one of the boys were 
brought to the lock-up. Mrs. Hicks 
was confined in a cell, but Mr. Hicks 
and his boy were quieted down and 
taken into James Cossel's, where they 
ate some supper and afterward lay 
down to rest. Lato in the evening 
Mrs. Hicks was taken to the county 
jail, where she got into a fight with 
;wo other women, who had previous- 
ly been afforded lodgings there. The 
watchman separated them, but by 
some means Mrs. Hicks slipped past 


and got through the sheriff's 


office. 
Tuesday morning she was 


found on the sidewalk, opposite the 
new business block, near the public 
square. Mr. Hicks slept quietly all 
night at James CoBsel's, but got up 
early in the morning more boisterous 
than ever. He was afterwards lock- 
ed up in the calaboose, where he re 
znained quiet throughout the day. 


In seeking to find out the cause of 


this strange phenomenon, we inquired 
of Dr. Jewell Davis and some [of Mr. 
Sicks' neighbors, and learned that 
Laura, the oldest daughter, who had 
)een working in Mr. Frank Robert- 
son's f ainily,had gone home sick about 
.wo or three weeks ago. Her mother, 
who professes to have skill of the 
use of herbs, waited upon her for 
i week, when Dr. Davis was sent for. 
Efe found her suffering with a low 


which made her delirious at 


On Thursday last Mrs. Hicks 


>egan to show signs of insanity. 
3he refused to allow her daughter to 
;ake any more medicine, claiming 
,bat she had a revelation from heaven 
.hat medicine would be of no ac- 
count. The nextfday the doctor was 
sent for again, and she apologized to 
lim for the manner in which she had 
talked the day before. On the fol- 
owing morning, however, which was 
Sunday, the doctor found Mrs. Hicks 


wild as ever. By this time she 


lad got it into her head that she 
could wash all sins away and make 
ler children pure with a liberal uso 
of salt and water. She had conse- 
quently stripped them, and was wash- 
ng them with strong brine until 
some of thorn were bleeding. Hicks 
asked the doctor if he believed in 
mesmerism. When told jthat there 
might be something in it, he said he 
ihonght his wife had mesmerized 
lim. This was about ten o'clock in 
,he forenoon. About half past 3 in 
;he afternoon he Visited the family 
again, and by this time Hicks was as 
crazy as any of them. He accosted 
;he doctor with the remark that they 
were all right now; that he had' had 


revelation from the Lord; that he 


was not crazy, nor was his wife; ihat 
;he family were a band of angels un- 
der the especial care of God. Mon 
day morning the situation was 'still 
growing worse, and by the middle of 
;he afternoon the whole family seem- 
ed to be under the same influence. 
Even tbe little childi en were repeat- 
ing passages of Sacred Scripture and 
speaking of themselves as angels, 
that they would live forever. 
;Tbo 


nother refused to let anyone outside 
ihe family touch her children for, fear 
of contamination. 
She finaliy got 


the family out into the yard, and 
lorumenced sprinkling, the outside of 
the house and all the surroundings 
with water. 


The most plausible theory for this 


strange conduct is that Mrs. Hicks, 
who is a religious enthusiast, ' had 
been losing sleep while waitiug tipon 
her sick daughter, and ttnring all 
this timo she was laboring under such 
iutunse religions excitement tlia| her 
nervous system had become so much 


ii'il us to produce temporary 


ii)sar';'y, and she had such a power- 
ful influence over the other members 


tbe family that they became insane 


with religions excitement also. 


During the day, Tuesdays Hicks 


was kept, in. tbe calaboose, and Mrs. 
Hicks in the county jail. The chil- 
dren were cared for at their hoiae by 
the neighbors. All of them remain- 
ed quiet and gave promise of re- 
turning sanity. 
Hicks was set at 


liberty in the evening and has ap- 
peared to be in his usual health 
jsiricethen.

There was no longer 
any doubt in bis mind that the mass- 
es were on bin side, and before leav- 
ing for the Yellowstone he said that 
he felt more at ease than at any time 
since the death of Garfield.

DEADLY ASSAULT ON B. O. MOWBY 


Tfce Grain Dealer in close Quarters ai 


Foraytu—Arrest of Hie Assailants. 


The village of Forsyth was thrown into 


tbe greatest excitement on Saturday even- 
ing last by a violent assault committed 
by two ruffians npon the person of H. 0. 
Sfowry which came very near ending with 
fatal reanlte. The facts as we gather 
them are as follows: Some months ago a 
man named Shinneman, a ditcher by 
trade,' moved into that community. A 
few months since he hired two rough cus- 
tomers said to have hailed from Indiana. 
These men have made more trouble by 
going to Decatur, coming home drunk 
and'kicking up rows than all persons in 
or about the vicinity have done for a 
great number of years. On Saturday last 
these two men came to Decatur ns-usual, 
and got very drunk, then boarded a train 
and went directly through to Maroa, 
mixed some Maroa benzine with Decatnr 
whisky, then got on to No. 1 train to re- 
turn to Forsytb, refusing to pay fare and 
insulting the passengers, giving the con- 
ductor all he could do to protect the 
ladies who were on board. At 'Forsyth 
they left the train, declaring they would 
clean out the village. They then went to 
the grain office of H. C. Howry, and with- 
out any provocation whatever, or without 
even being acquainted with the gentle- 
man, both threatened to kill him, and 
ouly for timely interference would have 
done so, one using a club of wood, the 
other a four-pound iron weight,. and 
Mowrysajs he bad about two seconds 
more to live when D. W. Parkerst came 
iu aud grabbed the hand that held the 
weight. Soon Ernest Ruehl, Mr. Cronl 
and Mr. Kelly came to the rescue. A few 
mimites later Constable Weilepp arrived, 
also 'Squire Hall and put the parties under 
arrest. The men were too drunk to pro- 
ceed with an examination therefore on 
next Tuesday, they will have a prelimin- 
ary hearing. T!ie> nro charged with an 
assault with iuteut to kill, which charge 
will be fully sustained, and it must have 
lieeu a clear cnse of murder had it not 
ncen for timely assistance, ns one party 
iad knocked Mowry down with a club 
and was holding him by the throat, while 
ihe other one was aiming a heavy blow at 
iis head with the iron weight. We are 
lappy to sav thesffrnffians are not long 
residents of Forsyth, and peruaps runa- 
ways from Indiana, and no one here BVIU- 
patlnzes with them but their friend Shin- 
neman. The men are now in the Decatur 
jail awaiting the examination. They were 
Drought here Saturday night at 10 
o'clock.

;he tram at Raccoon Creek, 100 miles east 
of Decatur, early Sunday morning. The 
,ram was approaching the bridge which 
spans the creek, when a lot of cattle ran 
across the track. Before the train could 
)e checked, it ran into the cattle near the 
jridge, killing a number of them. One 
of the cattle was carried over the bridge 


the pilot, a distance of over fifty feet, 


and after the train got over the bridge the 
cow became dislodged, and getting under 
:he wheels, threw the tender oft" the track 
and also caused tbe sleeper at tbe rear to 
jecome tderniletl, part of it hanging over 
ihe edge of the trestle work approach.

We are called upon to-day to chronicle
